EX-SENATOR PEPFEB'S ADDRESS 


Democratic Platform Constructed 


to Catch the Populist 


Vote. 


y. DErf MOIRES, IaM August 19.— The 
middle-of-the-road 
Populists held a 


Btate convention here today which waa 
largely attended, about fifty counties 
being represented. M. W. 0. Weeks of 
Madison county presided. A. L. llicker 
of Johnson county, who waa made tem- 
porary chairman, addressed the con- 
vention. 


The feature of the afternoon waa the 


address by ex-Senator Peffer. He Bald 
in part : 


"If recent diBCOveriea of free gold 


minea ehoald prove to be aa valuable as 
present appearances Indicate, the ailver 
question may Boon be eliminated from 
Republican discussions, except possibly, 
as to thoie persona whoie individual in- 
terests are at stake. Silver Kepnblicane 
want more metallic money and they 
would probably be satisfied with gold if 
there is enough of it. 


"It is proposed that the Populist 


party shall do two things— limit the 
range of our discussions to the ailver 
branch of the money question and ally 
ourselves with the Democratic party. 
These are the propositions on which wo 
are divided. 1 am opposed to roth of 
them, 


"It may bo urged that the Damocratic 


party haa changed its policy in respect 
to the coinage ratio. I deny it. The 
platform utterance ie merely declama- 
tory, ineerted to catch the Populist vote. 
The responsible! men of the "Democratic 
party have not been and are not now 
tenacious about the ratio. Its candidate 
for the presidency and hie Associate on 
the ticket wrnld, aa I verily believe, 
consent to any compromise that would 
secure the unlimited coinage of uilver. 


"There is nothing in the Democratic 


platform or in that party's policy which 
19 any way responsible to tue pressing 
demand of the working classes. 


"The coinago.of silver and an income 


tax are the only matters about which 
the Democratic and I'opuliat parties ate 


• even approximately in accord."

MOST OF THEM STILL AT LA&GE. 


They Kefused to Obey a Command of 


the Captain ant! Broke for 


Liberty. 


Los AXGELBS, August 17.— Mutiny haa 


again broken out at the Whittier Re- 
form school, but fora time at least the 
officers of the institution will not have 
the opportunity of inflicting the usual 
punishment upon a large number of the 
insurrectionists because they are at 
present at Urge. 


Fifty-six cadets broke away from the 


parade grounds this evening and at a 
late hour tonight but a small percentage 
of the escapes had been returned to cap- 
tivity. 


The former insurrection which caused 


the trustees many ileepless nights and 
made it necessary for the captain of one 
of the companies to stand trial for bat- 
;ery, upon which charge he waa speed- 
ly acquitted, was planned by the oldest 
joys confined in the institution and as 
their complaints were not adjusted to 
;hoir entire satisfaction they have since 
leen watching for an opportunity to 
make a break for liberty. The oppor* 
;unity came tonight. 


At 6 o'clock fifty-six cadets, eompris- 


ng company A, under command of Cap- 
tain Ed O'Brien were marched to the 
parade ground, which is in the open, but 
when they reached there they refused ab- 
solutely to obey a command. 


When Captain O'Brien insisted that 


hey obey his orders or suffer the conse- 
quences, the entire company broke .for 
ibarty and scattered in every direction. 
Several guards and attaches of the 


school succeeded in capturing a few of 
the escapes, but moat of them arc Btill 
n hiding and cannot be apprehended 
>efore daylight, when several posses 
Till scour the neighborhood and bring 
)ack 
aa many of the unruly boys as they 


;an find. A special meeting of the trna- 
eee of the school will be called and a 
urther effort will be made to stamp out 
ho predominating spirit of munity.

Car Famine Probable. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo,, August 17 .—Railroad 


officials in St. Joseph report that there 
is danger of a car famine on western 
roads caused by the immense grain 
crops. All roads entering this city are 
taxed to their fullest capacity now, and 
the switching force has been increased 
25 per cent. The Burlington Company 
has Issued orders for no more coal to be 
loaded in the tight box cars, stock cara 
being used in stead. 


Scale for Shingles Fixed. 


TACOSIA, Angust 17.— An important 


meeting of shingle and lumber manu- 
facturers was held here today for the 
purpose of adopting a uniform list and 
prevent the cutting of prices. Star 
shingles were set at $1.30 toil. 35; clears 
at $1.40 to $1.45, with the usual differ- 
ence on lower grades. An advance of $1 
per thousand was made on cedar and 
spruce siding, and all other grades of 
rough and dressed lumber were held at 
the prevailing scale of the larger mills

GOLD SEEKERS WRATHY. 


A Vessel With a Large Passenger 


List Libeled. 


SEATTLE, Wash., August 17. —The 


steamer Humboldt, which was to sail 
today for St. Michaels, Alaska, with 225 
passengers and 400 tons of freight, 
destined for Daweoa City, ia in the 
hands of a United States deputy marshal. 
VKhen the boat was about to sail today 
the passengers discovered that a large 
imount of their freight was to be left on 
:he dock. They were very angry and 
leld a mass meeting. Mayor Wood of 
Seattle, who is manager of the boat, 
waa called upon to explain and he 
promiaed that those who left provisions 
would be properly cared for, and that 
:he goods would be shipped on the next 
boat. This did not suit the crowd, 
which demanded a guarantee. Arthur 
Seymour of Haverhill, Mass,, made a 
speech demanding that the rights of 
.hose who had paid for tickets and 
freight be conserved. Incidentally be 
eaid that he enppoeed there were those 
n the crowd who would like to hane 
ha mayor. Hia words had an explosive 
effect, but he managed to secure order 
and a committee was appointed to ad- 
ust matters. At this point it was an- 
lounced that John Galltvanof Spokane 
bad libeled the jf^araer. Matters bid 
air to be settled eo the Humboldt will 
get away tomorrow morning.

Women. 


PITTSRURG, August 17.— The comtem- 


plated plan to have the women make 
marches has been definitely decided 
upon by the leaders, atid the wives aud 
daughters of the strikers will now take 
up the work which the men have been 
enjoined from doing. It is the intention 
,o begin tomorrow and have the women 
do the marching while tho men remain 
n camp. The leaders think tho injnnc- 
ion is not operative against women and 
t remains to be seen what the outcome 
will be. 


A new element is to be introduced in 
ho situation at an early date. The 
rrmflrn of the entire country surround- 
ng the several camps are makins exten- 
sive preparations for a demonstration to 
show their sympathy for the strikers. 
They propose tn have a parade haaded 
oy a band march down the Baultsburg 
aud up over the lulls.

accompanied by 130 woman aud chil- 


ren, marched to Oamp Victory near 
jauonsburg today. They will remain 
at the camp until Saturday, when a 
meeting will be hold.

UTICA MINE ON FIB 


All the Men Escape With- 


out Injury. 


LOSS 
CANNOT 
BE 
ESTIMATED 


It Will Be Folly a Mouth Before 


Work Can Be lie-mmed in 


tho Shaft. 


SAX FRANCIBCO, August IT1.— A special 


to tha Chronicle from Angels Camp says : 
For the second time within a little over 
.wo years the Utica mine, the moat 
amooa gold producing mine on the 
mother lode, caught fire today. T^P 
first thought of all was for the night 
shift, which was at work when the blue 
was diecovered spreading from the oil 
tank to the timbers. The men had e«- 
caped early, and no one had been in the 
east injured. 


The first intimation tbat anything 


was wrong came from a car man who 
was passing station No. 4 on the 800 foot 
evel at 4 p.m. The whole woodwork 
was 011 fire, lie attempted to beat it 
out with his jacket, but soon found it 
was useless, as a large cask of oil wan In 
flames. The men in the Stickle shaft 
were notified at once, and were hoisted 
o the top. Cne of their number had 
loon to the station only fifteen minutes 
lefore to fill his lamp and is supposed, 
o have set fire to something in cloaej 
iroximity to the oil tauk. 
• « 


All of the men in other sections of the. 


nine were taken out and placed at worl£ 
mlk heading the two drifts in the 
Uicklu. One runs from the north audj 
be other from the south, and connect! 
he Utica with tho Stickle shaft. Witft 
hese closed up water tight the hy«. 
Iruulic monitors were put to work 
browing water into the shaft on fire. 
<nr four hours thousands of callous of 
vater poured into the mine, whils the 
iDpea of the miners that it would' 'be 
extingushed speedily fell. 


At 8 o'clock the water was shut off 


and all openings closed air tight, in the 
hope that the fire would be smothered 
without further trouble, but no one is 
capable of Raying at this time whether 
ir not the work has been successful, 
tomorrow afternoon the shaft will be 
opened and men sent down to learn just 
what has been accomplished. 


Should there be no fire tomorrow 


when the miners no below to investi- 
gate the pumps will be put to work re- 
moving the water in tho mine. The 
miners estimate that it will he fully a 
uonth before work, will be resumed in 
his shaft even if the first attack on the 
fire has proved successful. 


No correct estimate of the loss by fire 


can be estimated till the extent of dam- 
age in the shaft is known. The euper- 
ntendeht elated this evening that he 
could not give out any figures as to thBj 
approximate damages, but hoped they'' 
would be far smaller than at first named, 
when the loss was placed at several 
mndred thousand dollars. 


At 9 p.m. there was no indication tbat 
he fire had not been completely extin- 
;uished, and the miners have taken 
leart. They are anxiously awaiting tho 
opening of the Stickle shaft tomorrow 
afternoon, when their doubts will be set 
at rest.

Ellis, ex-pBBtor of the Central Presbyte- 
rian tabernacle, has been arrested upon 
complaint of the propritor of the Lang- 
ham hotel for having defrauded him out 
of a month's board and lodging. Ellis 
was removed from the pastorate of the 
Central Presbyterian church some years 
ago for having appropriated funds, but 
was subsequently reinstated. Now he 
claims to be an insurance agent.

Davia' Will Admitted to Probate. 


SAX FBAXCIBCO, August 17.— The will 


of Jacob Z. Davis, who died in Phila- 
delphia a few months ago, which dis- 
poses of an estate valued at over $1,- 
000,000, was today admitted to probate, 
Judge Coffee overruling the objections 
of the unsuccessful contestants. Letters 
of administration, with the will annexed, 
were issued to Lizzie Muir and Mrs.

"On our return trip we passed ten 


steamers bound northward with gold 
•eekera or their supplies and outfits. 
The steamer Willamette has, we learned 
at Jnneau on our way south, reached 
Dyea in safety. She left Tacoma sev- 
eral days ago with 800 or 900 men." 


Tho latest news to reach Sfcaguay 


confirms the reports of rich strikes on

of the Klondyke. 


SEATTLE, Wash., August 18. — The

SKAGUAY, Alaska, August 4.— Twelve 


Canadian customs officers arrived here 
and in a few days will establish a cus- 
:oms 
house at the portage between Lake 


Bennett and Tagish Lako, n point by 
which all Yukon or Klondyke travelers 
must pass if -they start for Dyea or 
Skaguay. The rates of duty will average 
about $30 on the average outfit of a 
Yukoner. The officers are well armed 
and will have the assistance of the 
mounted police to enforce the collection 
of duties. Further down the river will 
IB stationed guards to intercept anyone 
who might elude the vigilance of the 
officers. 


American miners who have investi- 


gated the question assert tbat the treaty 
Between RUBBIR and Great Britain pro- 
vided that 
Yukon, Porcupine 
and 


Bkeena rivers should be free for com- 
mercial purposes and exempted from 
imposition of customs duties. The Can- 
adians evtde tho point at issue by claim- 
ng that prospectors croasinz the moun- 
tain ranges to the lakes or headwaters 
if the Yukon do not go into the terri- 
tory by way of *any of the rivers men- 
tioned, but they cro&a American tern- 
ary and before they can reach Yukon 
:he duty is exacted. Miners and pros- 
pectors are much exercised over the 
situation and the low grumbling heard 
on every side may lead to complica- 
tions. Canadian officers in very firm 
and positive tones declare tbat they will 
enforce the law impartially and will not 
liscriminate against Americans, though 
they incidentally claim that a year or 
two ago Canadian minors were driven 
out of the mines at Circle city because 
they were not naturalized citizens. 


It is useless to argue that there is not 


serious feeling between the two peoples. 
Whether it is justifiable, or not I do not 
pretend to say until I shall have reached 
the Klondyke and the mining camps of 
the Yukon river and thoroughly investi- 
gated the subject. The Canadian offi- 
cers are taking with them a full year's 
supplies, and with the assistance of the 
mounted police propose to maintain an 
official mail service for official purposes 
only between the Klondyke and Ottawa. 


At present there are fully 500 head of 


horses here and about 700 due to arrive 
in the next ten days. The distance to 
the lakes is about forty mites and the 
highest altitude to be crossed is 3100 
feet. Horses can make two round trips 
a week, each packaveragingSSO pounds.

They 
are now charging all tbe war from 20 to 
30 cents a pound to carry goods the nrst 
twenty-four miles. We made 6 contract

The grain harvest season ia nearly 


over, and it ia now possible to make an 
accurate estimate ol the yield in Fresno 
county thia year. A REPUBLICAN re- 
porter yesterday interviewed F. M. 
Miller and T. C. White, who are closely 
in touch with the industry and are good 
anthoritioa, and they agreed upon 40,- 
000 tona aa tho oatput, in round nnm- 
bera, lor the county. 
This is considered a two-thirds crop, 


the average yield being abont 60,000 
tona. In eome parts ol the county the 
aland waa better and in otheri worie, 
but taken in all the fraction above 
atated iudicatea tbe amount of the yield 
aa compared with average favorable aea- 
aona. The quality of the grain thin 
year is good, and it bringa the highest 
prices prevailing. 
The heaviest crops in the county were 


grown on the reclaimed land in the 
slough country on the West Side, an 
average oi twelve to fifteen aackn an 
acre being threshed. The yield in thia 
district was not up to expectations, 
however, and not equal to predictions 
made in the spring, when it was thought 
hat the yield would acarcely he abort of 
marvelous. But when the threahsr had 
performed ita work the number of sacks 
was not so great, although the yield, as 
it turned out, waa a very good one. 


Thia reclaimed land ia owned mostly 


by J. G. Jamea, Robert and Alei Smith, 
the Burrell estate, Charlea Mnchler, J. 
L. Degen and R. B. Harlan. Frank 
Harris ia also a heavy grower. There 
are several thousand acres which- have 
been reclaimed at considerable expense 
by the erection ot leveeB.

1897, the number of immigrants arriv- 
ing in this country was 230,832.

/WASHISGTOS, Auguat 19.—Secretary 
Sherman has submitted to the Japanese 
government an answer to Japan's laat 
noto relating to the annexation of Ha- 
waii to tho United States. 


Mr. Sherman's answer is marked by

brought to Fresno and uoibainied an 
nent East for interment and accompan 
ied them on the Enme train. The rai 
road authorities were aware that he 
handbag oi valuables had been snatched 
by a thief through the window, but in 
her grief she was unable to give them 
description ol the contents that had 
bpen stolen.

Concerninc the duel between Prince 


Henri of Orleans and the Connt of Tu- 
rin, a Paris dispatch saya: 


•'It now transpires that the French 


government kept a careful watch upon 
the principals and seconds from tbe mo- 
ment of their arrival, with the idea of 
interfering at a critical hoar." 


If they hod a rijht to interfere it was 


because the French law—with which I 
am not acquainted—was on their aide, 
and, granting that it was, ia the infer- 
ence justifiable that France haa a class 
of citizens (or a single citizen) who are 
greater than law? To the common red- 
blooded observer at tbia distance, it ap- 
peara that Frenchmen, instead of being 
mad with enthusiasm for either of the 
princely swordsmen, shonld be engaged 
in an attempt to bring tbe would-be 
murderers to justice.

WASHINGTON*, D.C., August 3, 1897.— 


The attention of collectors of internal 
revenue, aud other officers and agents, 
is called to so much of executive order 
of July 27,18;»7, aa amendatory of civil 
service rule 2, which provides aa follows: 


"No removal shall be made from any 


position subject to competitive examina- 
tion escept for just cause, upon written 
charges filed with the head of the de- 
partment or other appointihg officer, of 
which the accused shall have full notice 
and an opportunity to make defense." 


In view of the foregoing, whenever 


any officer or employe in the internal 
revenue service shall appear, to the 
officer or agent charged with the super- 
vision of his official conduct, to be guilty 
of euch dereliction of duty, delinquency, 
or misconduct, or ahall prove inefficient 
to such an extent as to eeem to justify 
the removal of such person from tlia 
service, it shall ho the duty of such 
supervising oflicer to immediately for- 
ward to this ollice, for submission to the 
honorable secretary of the treasury, 
written charges and epccificationa, de- 
tailing fully and explicitly the reasons 
for removal. 


At tho same time a complete copy of 


the charges and apecifications will be 
furnished to the accused, with the infor- 
mation tbat such defense as is desired 
to bfi made in tbe premises muat be sub* 
mitted to the collector of the district, 
for transmission to thin office, wuhin ten 
days from date of receipt of the copy of 
the written charges. 


Whenever it is impracticable to pre- 


sent a copy of tbe charged to the ac- 
cused in person it will be sent by regis- 
tered mail and the receipt carefully pre- 
served. 
The fact that the accused haa thus 


been furnished with a complete copy of 
the charges, and informed of the oppor- 
tunity to make defense, as above eat 
forth, will be reported to this office at 
the eame time that the written charges 
are forwarded aa aforesaid. 
In the event tbat the accused fails to 


mail his written defense to the collector, 
within the time above specified, it will 
he assumed that such parson dooa noi 
deaire to embrace the opportunity thus 
afforded. 
The written defense will be forwarded 


to the collector by registered mail in all 
instances, and 
will be immediately 


transmitted to thia ofiice on receipt ac- 
companied by a letter of the collector 
submitting hia views in the matter of 
the defense, find making such recom- 
mendation aa the circumstances and the 
nature of the defenee may seem to war- 
rant. 


When the circnmstancea aro auch as 


to render it evident that the interests of 
the service will be better subserved by 
immediately relieving the accused from 
duty, pending action on tho charges, 
that course will be pursued, in which 
case the action taken will be promptly 
reported to this office.

New Rules Governing Bottling of 


Distilled Spirits. 


WASHINGTON, 
AugUbt 13. —Acting 


Commissioner Wilson of the internal 
revenue bureau haa modified tbe regu- 
lations governing the bottling of dis- 
tilled spirit! issued in May last. By 
these amendments, the time within 
which the bottling may b« completed 
is extended from one to eix daye, in- 
cluding the day on wbica the spirits are 
dumped into the cisterns.
